Great Natural Curiosity That Infests

ear-witnesses. Any quantity of Samo- 
ans, and white people as well, will give 
you detailed accounts of how they 
heard the snake in the dense recesses 
of the bush. They tell how their ears 
caught the sound of stealthy move- 
ments in the tree tops overhead, and 
how the faint sound stopped when they 
halted to listen closer, or how it began 
as soon as they resumed the march. 
Inevitably the narrator closes his ac- 
count by a description of his escape; 
he either overtook some other wander- 
er in the bush and found security in 
numbers, or else he made particularly 
good time homeward, or remembered 
a charm which had much power. When 
for any of these reasons the snake 
found he was to lose his victim he al- 
tered his silent tactics. He could be 
heard thrashing the trees and crowing 
like a rooster, only many times as loud, 
and as he sought some other part of 
the forest the crowing was frequently 
repeated, unti] at last it vanished in 
the distance. When asked more par- 
ticularly as to his crowing, the Samo- 
ans say that it is exactly like the 
crowing of roosters.

numbers, or else he made particularly 
good time homeward, or remembered 
a charm which had much power. When 
for any of these. reasons the snake 
found he was to lose his victim he al- 
tered his silent tactics. He could be 
heard thrashing the trees and crowing 
like a rooster, only many times as loud, 
and as he sought some other part of 
the forest the crowing was frequently 
repeated, until at last it vanished in 
the distance. When asked more par- 
ticularly as to his crowing, the Samo- 
ans say that it is exactly -like the 
crowing of roosters. There is an equal 
host of eye-witnesses, men who have 
seen crowing snakes. They never vary 
from one another in their descriptions 
of what they have seen. Except for 
one spot of special conditions it is nev- 
er seen on the ground, but always on 
the tops of the highest trees, gliding 
from tree to tree with remarkable ra- 
pidity. It is long and slender, rarely 
is one spoken of as under two arm 
spans or twelve feet, seldom is one de- 
scribed as exceeding twice that meas- 
urement. Its color is spoken of as 
uniform, a steel blue or slate, and free 
from spots or other markings. When at 
rest it is difficult to distinguish it from 
the branch on which it may be stretch- 
ed: when in motion it goes far too 

fast for any detail to be observed.

Nature Protects the Doe. 

“One of the strangest as well as the 
wisest provisions of nature,” says the 
well-known guide, Dan Heywood, in 
the Minneapolis Tribune, “is that 
which protects a doe deer, as well as 
some other female animals, from ene- 
mies of the carniverous species during 
the period when the offspring is very 
young. Between the toes of all the 
feet will be found a hole which extends 
into the foot about an inch, terminat- 
ing in a sack in which is secreted a 
musk or scent of a very strong odor. 
Ordinarily when the deer is walking 
the air leaves enough scent in each 
track to enable a dog or wolf to fol- 


low it several hours after it has been | 


made, but the foot of the doe is chang- 
ed for several months after the fawn 
is born. The glands, if glands they 
are, dry up, and there is not a bit of 
odor in the track, and no dog, not even 
the best deerhound, is able to follow 
the trail. Many good hounds have lost 
their reputation by failing to follow 
the trail of a female bear with cubs, 


-and perhaps a deer also.” 


Better Halves in Reality. 

It is doubtful if the business in- 
stinct and ability of women are so 
greatly developed anywhere else as in 
France. Certainly not elsewhere in 
Europe. They really keep the small- 
er hotels and shops, take produce to 
market and are often the better half 
of a partnership.

Will Be Introduced in the Legislature 
and Then a Public Mesiing of Citi- 
zens Will Be Held. 


The common council meeting last 
evening was one of the shortest in the 
annals of that deliberative body.

President Luick reeled off the order of 
business at a rate of speed which Ald. 
Cady thinks the cars run down Packard 
st., and there was hardly a bit of in- 
terruption. 

The U. of M. Hospital Guild asked the 
ecmmon council for aid from the citi- 
zens to raise funds for a free bed in the 
homeopathic hospital by helping fill the 
University hall at the entertainment 
next Saturday evening. : 

Ald Stevens moved that it is the judg- 
ment of the common council that the 
entertainment known as ‘‘Mrs. Jarley’s 
Wax Works is for the attainment of 
a worthy object, and that ‘we will give 
it our moral support, and as far as pos- 
sible endeavor to be present.” 

Ald. Hamilton—‘‘I will say that we 
are entitled to the free bed anyway, 
but I do not want to put any damper 
on the entertainment and will vote 
yes.” 

Ald. Stevens’ motion was then car- 
ried unanimously. 


The board of health reported ihat two' 


inspections of nuisances were made 
during the past month and ihe nuis- 
ances abated. Said. the report: “The 
health of the city for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1898, has been very good, taking 
into account that we have such an in- 
fiux of students each year from all 
parts of the country.” 

A motion was passed that all the 
cost and expense of right of any for 
opening Catharine st. shall tbe levied 
against the lands in the special assess- 
ment district, which includes all Mr. 
Gruner’s lands there, and that all other 
expense shall be discharged to _ the 
street fund and the amount of the spe- 
cial tax be fixed at $5,000, according to 
benefits to the lands. 

Under the head of miscellaneous busi- 
ness, City Attorney Butterfield arose 
and said: 

“I have there proposed amendments 
to the city charter which ought, at 
least, to be introduced in the legisla- 
ture.

“1. To adjust the assesments,in the 
Sixth ward sewer district, known as 
District No. 3. The supreme court says 
this is necessary, and there will prob- 
ably be no opposition to this amend- 
ment. Me 

“2. To amend the city charter in Sec- 
tion 100 so that all claims for damages 
against the city growing out of any neg- 
ligence of the city or its officials must 
be presented within six months of the 
date of the cause of action or be there- 
after barred. There is a recent decision 
of the courts which holds such a pro- 
vision in the charter good. These two 
amendments I think all citizens will 
agree to. The third is a proposition to 
amend the charter concerning justice 


the proposed amendments ure to have 
one justice instead of two, and to have 
an adequate justice jury system so that 
just as good men can be secured, and 
who will be paid just as much, as in the 
circuit court. 

“I want a tacit instruction from the 
council to introduce these. proposed 
amendments in the legislature. Then it 
will be printed at the expense of the 
State and 1,000 or 2,000 copies can be 
struck off and distributed. Then the 
common council can call a public meet- 
ing of citizens and any objectionable 
features can be dropped.” 

Ald. Coon—I move that these three 
features be introduced (not passed) in 
the legislature.” 

Ald. Hamilton said he believed that 
there would be objection to the proposed 
third amendment, but if copies of it 
were printed and discussion by the cit- 
izens were allowed upon the question 
he would vote yes. a 

Ald. Richards thought there ought to 
be a meeting of citizens called upon ihe 
subject.

MOTH DESTROYER. 


A Peculiar Vlant in New Zealand 
Does It. 

A plant is cultivated in New Zea- 
land with great care and on a great 
scale which has the singular property 
of destroying the moths that infest 
vegetation, says Cosmos. This valu- 
able plant is the augaria albens. It is 
a native of South Africa, but is easy 
acclimated wherever there is a frost. 
It produces a large number of whitish 
flowers of an agreeable odor, which 
attracts insects.

An interesting dis- 
cussion ‘brought out the fact that the 
army canteen was nothing less than a 
saloon, the sales often averaging from 
$100 to $600 a day to a canteen. As com- 
pared with many other regiments, the 
discipline of the 31st Michigan was con- 
ceded to have been favorable, but over- 
whelming evidence was produced from 
Officers of high rank, surgeons and 
Christian workers to prove that the 
general effect of the canteen was de- 
piorably evil. 
~Rev. Dwight Moody, who kept in close 
touch with the various camps in this 
country and in Cuba, when asked what 
influences had been most detrimental 
to the: health and morals of the sol- 
diers, replied promptly, ‘‘The canteen. 
It was infernal, no more, no less.” The 
inspector-general’s report shows that 
$234,154.83 were spent last year over the 
canteen bars of six of the national sol- 
diers’ homes of this country. Thus does 
our Christian government derive its 
revenue! ‘The W. C. T. U. of this eity 
has forwarded to Washington a well 
filled petition askin'g congress to abolish 
the canteen from the army and from 
the soldiers’ homes.

Ald. Stevens’ motion was then car- 
ried unanimously. 

The board of health reported that two’ 
inspections of nuisances were made 
during the past month and the nuis- 
ances abated. Said.the report: ‘‘The 
health of the city for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1898, has been very good, taking 
into account that we have such an in- 
flux of students each year from. all 
parts of the country.” 

A motion was passed that all the 
cost and expense of right of any for 
opening Catharine st. shall ‘be levied 
against the lands in the special assess- 
ment district, which includes all Mr. 
Gruner’s lands there, and that all other 
expense shall be discharged to the 
street fund and the amount of the spe- 
cial tax be fixed at $5,000, according to 
benefits to the lands. 

Under the head of miscellaneous busi- 
ness, City Attorney Butterfield arose 
and said: 

“I have there proposed amendments 
to the city charter which ought, at 
least, to be introduced in the legisla- 
ture. The first two I think every citi- 


zen will agree to, and the third is open 


to discussion. 

“1. To adjust the assesments,in the 
Sixth ward sewer district, known as 
District No. 3. The supreme court says 
this is necessary, and there will prob- 
ably be no opposition to this amend- 
ment. a 

“2. To amend the city charter in Sec- 
tion 100 so that all claims for damages 
against the city growing out of any neg- 
ligence of the city or its officials must 
be presented within six months of the 
date of the cause of action or be there- 
after barred. There is a recent decision 
of the courts which holds such a pro- 
vision in the charter good. ‘These two 
amendments I think all citizens will 
agree to. The third is a proposition to 
amend the charter concerning justice 


courts, and the important features of 


the proposed amendments ure to have 
one justice instead of two, and to have 
an adequate justice jury system so that 
just as good men can be secured, and 
who will be paid just as much, as in the 
circuit court. 

“I want a tacit instruction from the 
council to introduce these proposed 
amendments in the legislature. Then it 
will be printed at the expense of the 
State and 1,000 or 2,000 copies can be 
Struck off and distributed. Then the 
common council can call a public meet- 


ing of citizens and any objectionable 


features can be dropped.” 

Ald. Coon—"I move that these three 
features be introduced (not passed) in 
the legislature.” 

Ald. Hamilton said he believed that 
there would be objection to the proposed 


third amendment, but if copies of it 


were printed and discussion by the cit- 


izens were allowed upon the question 


he would vote yes. 

Ald. Richards thought there ought to 
be a meeting of citizens called upon the 
subject. 

Mr. Butterfield—‘‘The people are not 
prepared to discuss the matter now, and 
there is a limit to the time in which 
bills can be presented in the legislature. 


But it enables us to get it printed and 


spread broadcast. Then when a meet- 
ing of citizens is called they will un- 
derstand the question.” eee 
Ald. Koch said he believed in two jus- 
tices, 
On the yote on Ald. Coon’s motion 
only Alds.

MOTH DESTROYER. 


Plant in New Zealand 
Does It. 

A plant is cultivated in New Zea- 
land with great care and on a great 
scale which has the singular property 
of destroying the moths that infest 
vegetation, says Cosmos. This valu-- 
able plant is the augaria albens. It is 
a native of South Africa, but is easy 
acclimated wherever there is a frost. 
It produces a large number of whitish 
flowers of an agreeable odor, which 
attracts insects. On a summer even- 
ing may be seen bushes of auragia cov- 
ered with moths, which by the fol- 
lowing morning have quite disappear- 
ed. The action of the flower is en- 
tirely mechanical. The calyx is deep 
and the nectar is placed in its base. 
Attracted by the sight and powerful 
perfume of the nectar, the moth pene- 
trates into the calyx and pushes for- 
ward its proboscis to get the precious 
food, but before it is able to do this 
it is seized between two solid jaws 
that guard the passage and that keep 
the insect a prisoner until it dies,

CHURCHES AS FORTS. 


Old European Edifices Fortified Against 
Attack. 

The Fortified Church of the Old Be- 
lievers at Komareff, Russia, probably 
was, and still is, the strongest forti- 
fied church in Europe. This sect was 
for a long time cruelly persecuted, and 
at intervals something approaching 
civil war was waged. “hey had several 
churches, .and. these were forti- 
fied and turned into castles, 
says London Tid- Bits. Several 
times were the churches besieged, 
but in every case they successfully re- 
sisted the attempts of the Czar’s troops 
to capture them. With the exception 
of the Komareff church, the fortifica- 
tions have been allowed to fall into 
decay, but this place is still maintain- 
ed in such a manner as to resist assiege, 
large guns being mounted at points of 
vantage and ammunition being kept 
within the walls. The fortress church 
of Luz, in the French department of 
Hautes-Pyrenees, is surrounded by a 
thick wall fifteen feet in height, having 
strong battlements on the top and 
loopholes through which shots or mis- 
siles could be hurled against the ene- 
my. Large guns were placed in posi- 
tion on the roof, while inside the 
church was a store of rifles, pistols, 
cutlasses, etc. This church, which be- 
longed to the Knights Templar, was 
placed at Luz to guard the frontier, 
and formed an outpost of Christians 
against the Saracens at first and after- 
wards against the Spaniards. 


Britains’ Roman Roads. 

Up to the year 1824 the modern 
roads of Great Britain were inferior 
to those the Romans built prior to the 
fifth century. The complete system in- 
cluded six main roads from London 
with their branches, and a perfect net- 
work of cross roads, measuring all told 
some 6,000 miles, and connecting Edin- 
burgh, Glasgow, Bath, Bristol, New- 
castle, Dover and other points still oc- 
cupied by thriving towns. The Roman 
roads were narrow, but built to last 
for all time. The usual width was 
about fifteen feet, the depth three feet. 
The bottom was dug out and well 
rammed, a foundation of larger stones 
was laid in cement, and layers of 
smaller stones tapered off toward the 
top, which was laid crowning in the 
middle to shed rain. Such cement as 
Romans used made these roads prac- 
tically solid blocks of stone,

Last night’s assembling of the city 
fathers was markel by the transaction 
of an unusually interesting budget of 
business. Thé@ first move after the re- 
cording of Ald. Meanwell’s name on the 
aksentees’ book, was the approval of 
the printed proceedings of the last 
meeting, and the presentation of a bil- 
let doux from Mayor Davis, in which it 
was recommended that the city cele- 
brate in fitting style the coming Fourth 


of July. In his communication, the 
mayor made a short excursion with 
matters historical, pointing out that 


July 4th, °99, will be the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the first independence 
day celebration ever held in Washte- 
naw county, the first having been held 
in Ypsilanti in 1824. This was engi- 


neered by Mayor Benjamin Woodruff, . 


and it is recorded that every white resi- 
dent in the county was in attendance. 
The semi-centennial date, 1874, was also 
in the city. 

The mayor’s recommendaticn was re- 
ceived with great favor, and on motion 
was accepted and he was empowered 
to appoint a committee of five to inves- 
tigate and report at a future meeting. 

The annual report of the health off- 
cer was read by the clerk and accepted 
by the council, 

The committee on charter revision 
presented the skeleton of their labors, 
left after the love feast at High School 
hall Thursday evening. Same was ac- 
cepted by the council without discus- 
sion. 

Recommended by commissioners -of 
public works that the wished for sewer 
on Brower st., south from Ellis st., be 
granted by the council. On motion this 
was done. When the recommendation 


was first read it was signed by the] 


“board of public works,” but on the ob- 
jection to the title by the mayor the 
signature was changed to the righifui 
one, “the coinmissioners of public 
works.” 


Next was brought up the report of the 


ordinance committee relative to wished 
for changes in the system of water 
rates. They recommended: That after 
May ist there be no charge made for ex- 
tra faucets or closets for families con- 
taining up to ten members; that the flat 
rate for now metered consumers be $4 
per year, that the meter rate be 8 cents 
per 1,000 gallons after the first 8,000 gal- 
lons in-each six months. Ald. Moore 
amended that the domestic rate be-$3 
per annum, saying, “We are making 
concessions all the time to the large 
consumer, why not do some thing once 
in a while for the poor people.” Ald. 
Huston then rose to a point of order 
and informed the council that they 
would have no right to change the re- 
port of the committee, that they must 
either accept or reject it as it was pre- 
sented. Mayor sustained Ald. Huston’s 
objection, but on consultation with the 
city attorney reversed his decision and 
allowed a vote to be taken on Ald. 
Moore’s amendment. This was carried, 
as was also an amendment of Ald. Wor- 
den that the meter rate be changed 
from $2.50 for the_first 8,000 gallons for 
each six months to $2 for the same 
quantity and time. Moved and carried 
that the amended ordinance be accept- 
ed and adopted and that regular rules 
be suspended and that it be put upon its 
immediate passage. 

Moved by Ald. Moore and carried by 
council that no justice of the peace shall 
take any criminal complaint in behalf 
of the city nor issue any warrant in be- 
haif of the city, unless ‘by order of the 
city attorney or unless security for 
‘costs be given by complaining witness, 
and that no costs be allowed unless 
these stipulations have been complied 
with. Provided, that these resolutions 
shall not apply where arrests be made 
for offenses committed in the presence 
of officers making the arrests. 

Resolution by Van Fossen and car- 
ried by council, that five orders, coun- 
tersigned by mayor, be drawn on the 
first district sewer fund, payable in one 
two, three, four, five years respectively, 
with interest annually at 5 per cent; 
that such orders be negotiated at par 
and the avails thereof be delivered to 
the city treasurer to be placed to the 
credit of the sewer fund; that said or- 
ders be drawn for following amounts 
each: One for one year for $260.03; one 
for two years, $500; for three years for 
$500; for four years for $500; for five 
years for $500. 

Council adjourned at 9:15.

CHURCHES AS FORTS. 


Old European Edifices Fortified Against 
Attack. 

The Fortified Church of the Old Be- 
lievers at Komareff, Russia, probably 
was, and still is, the strongest forti- 
fied church in Europe. This sect was 
for a long time cruelly persecuted, and 
at intervals something approaching 
civil war was waged. “hey had several 
churches, .and. these were forti- 
fied and turned into castles, 
says London Tid- Bits. Several 
times were the churches besieged, 
but in every case they successfully re- 
sisted the attempts of the Czar’s troops 
to capture them. With the exception 
of the Komareff church, the fortifica- 
tions have been allowed to fall into 


decay, but this place is still maintain- 


ed in such a manner as to resist arsiege, 
large guns being mounted at points of 
vantage and ammunition being kept 
within the walls. The fortress church 
of Luz, in the French department of 
Hautes-Pyrenees, is surrounded by a 
thick wall fifteen feet in height, having 
strong battlements on the top and 
loopholes through which shots or mis- 
siles could be hurled against the ene- 
my. Large guns were placed in posi- 
tion on the roof, while inside the 
church was a store of rifles, pistols, 
cutlasses, etc. This church, which. be- 
longed to the Knights Templar, was 
placed at Luz to guard the frontier, 
and formed an outpost of Christians 
against the Saracens at first and after- 
wards against the Spaniards. 


Britain’s Roman Roads. 

Up to the year 1824 the modern 
roads of Great Britain were inferior 
to those the Romans built prior to the 
fifth century. The complete system in- 
cluded six main roads from London 
with their branches, and a perfect net- 
work of cross roads, measuring all told 
some 6,000 miles, and connecting Edin- 
burgh, Glasgow, Bath, Bristol, New- 
castle, Dover and other points still oc- 
cupied by thriving towns. The Roman 
roads were narrow, but built to last 
for all time. The usual width was 
about fifteen feet, the depth three feet. 
The bottom was dug out and well 
rammed, a foundation of larger stones 
was laid in cement, and layers of 
smaller stones tapered off toward the 
top, which was laid crowning in the 
middle to shed rain. Such cement as 
Romans used made these roads prac- 
tically solid blocks of stone, 


Microbes to Steal Away Pain.

His discovery 
consists in an inoculant prepared from 
microbes he cultivates for the purpose.

The models are 
made of wax because it is a material 
that does not absorb water or change 
its weight, so alterations can be easily 
made. Also the material can be melt- 
ed up and used again.
